Ag her ‘son,was away and it was 
jlate in the evening, the mother 
suggested that tho visitor stay in 
the house for that night. The in- 
vitntion was accepted and nothing 
was said or .done to arouse 
suspicion. Sometime after mid- 
‘night ‘the man left the cubicle pre- 
‘pared for him and ‘entered «the 
mother's room, , stabbing the old 
woman witha dagger. Her groans 
aivoke her niece, who went to the 
room to aco. what waa the matter. 
As she opened the door, she was 
struck down without warning, 
giving a sharp, loud yell as she 
fell to the ground.

murderer, who. to make good his 
escape and to prevent the young
